General Thomas Road held today 
that counties cither may refuse 
to provide relief in township and 
cities which failed to bear their 
own welfare burdens, or may im­ 
pose a welfare tax within such 
governmental units to carry the 
load. 


The opinion said th at the “bur­ 
den of r e l i e f ’ rem ains the re ­ 
sponsibility of local units of gov­ 
ernment and that county boards 
of supervisors have the authority 
to add a tax levy within the city 
or township to compel it to flnance 
its welfare program adequately. 


“The county board 
(of social 
welfare) is not required to assume 
tho burden of direct relief in the 
event that the city or township 
does not have the necessary money 
to handle it 
themselves,”

Just how many Michigan men 
and women will icccive old age 
pension 
payments 
beginning in 
1940? 


One can only guess— even with 
the help of all the tons of statis­ 
tics available to the Social Securi­ 
ty Board and with the assistance 
of a ■ well-informed staff to inter- 
l)ret the figures. 


This much 8 certan— Michigan 
will 
receive 
more 
than 
most 
states. 
T hat’s 
because 
wo’re a 
great industrial state and there­ 
fore there are more workers hold­ 
ing social security cards. 
Some 
2,109,010— to be exact. 
Compar­ 
ed with Mississippi’s 417,651 to- 
ial card holders, it can be seen 
that Michigan will benefit largely 
from the distribution 
of 
funds 
nimed at mass security for older 
workers and their dependents. 


Now 
how 
many of 2.109.910 
Michigan card holders are over 65 
years of age and ellgiblo for the 
estimated average retirement pen­ 
sion of $26, if single, or $39, a 
month, if married? 
Government 
experts have estimated that 6.3 
per cent of the 1940 population 
•\vill bo over 65 years of age— but 
of course they will not all be em­ 
ployed and eligible. 
Your guess 
and arithmetic must suffce. 


One figure, however, is definite 
at this time— some 6,634 Michi­ 
gan claims have already been fil­ 
ed with the social security author­ 
ities 
by 
those who reached 65 
years of age since 1937. 
These 
Avill be paid first, a Social Securi­ 
ty Board official tells me. 
The 
act ,of Congress of last August 
moved up the date from 1942 to 
1940. 
This same new legislation 
also provided monthly benefits f.:r 
aged wives, minor children of an­ 
nuitants, aged widows, orphans 
widows with minor children, and 
in, some cases, for dependent par­ 
ents of insured earners who die. 


It 
will 
take a while for the 
checks to retired workers to be 
mailed— probably not before Feb­ 
ruary— but once they start noth­ 
ing but death or the return of a 
job covered by the law can stop 
them. 


The estimated average benefit 
for a single w’orker— $29 a month 
— must seem small to such old 
ago 
pension 
advocates 
as 
the 
Townsendites, hut Insurance com­ 
panies have told the Social Securi­ 
ty Board that §38 a month is the 
average 
annuity 
policy 
benefit 
paid by 137 insurance companies. 
And these policy benefits aro not 
enjoyed 
usually by the average 
American worker. 


This is a far cry from the Town- 
senite demand for $200 a month 
— yet in a way it is partially their 
victory, too, as almost evcMy man 
in Congress will agree. 
The up­ 
roar made by Dr. Townsend and 
his followers certainly dramatized 
the need and hurried up action on 
the old age pension front. Also,

The Washington

W a sh in g to n — For the first time in two 
years word has gone out very quietly from 
the W hite House that the Presid ent has a

T h a t man is Cordell Hull. 
This does not mean th a t the President 
is com mittin g himself. He is being careful 
not to get out on a limb. However, this is 
definitely the very first time

even mentioned the name of

candidate. One year ago, in fact, 
Roose­ 
velt told friends that he considered Secre­ 
tary Hull too old (he is 68). 
T heretore the consideration lie is now 
giving Hull is more than significant. 
■What the Presid ent is doing is throw ­ 
ing out H u ll’s nam e to various close ad ­ 
visers and noting their reaction. He has 
also m ade some inquiries into H u ll’s back­ 
ground in Congress and finds th a t it was 
good. 
The tack which the President is taking 
is that Hull is the only man who could 
get the support of both the liberal Demo­ 
crats and the conservatives, such as Sena­ 
tors Glass, B ird, and George. 
No other candidate, according to Roose­ 
v e l t s present frame of mind, will he able 
to swing both the conservative Democrats 
and the liberal New’ Dealers.

What thia war is now is per­ 
fectly clear. 
It is a race against 
time and economic disaster in the 
hope of achieving a military vic­ 
tory on the sea or in the air be­ 
fore complete 
exhaustion 
over­ 
takes all the combatants. 


I asked a British statesman re­ 
cently to deny that his govern­ 
ment is gambling with the fate 
of the British Empire and he said 
that he could not, that that was 
what was happening only he in­ 
sisted th at nothing else was pos­ 
sible. 
I was once more urging 
that the Allied war alms bo more 
clearly defined and that they then 
be widely circulated in Germany 
as the best way of meeting 
the 
vicious anti-British 
propaganda 
and of helping those forces with­ 
in that country which did 
not 
want this war and are hungering 
for it to stop as for nothing else. 
He rather liked the 
idea 
but 
pointed out how difficult It was 
to define the terms, 
I could only 
reply to the effect that it waa up 
to those who had made the war to 
end it before disaster came. 


W hat WMII W ar Produce? 


There you have the whole sit­ 
uation . Will the 
Germans 
be 
able to 
humble 
England 
next 
summer, as they aro 
sure 
they 
will, or, if the war drags on, will 
their morale collapse at home or 
will economic disaster 
overtake 
them before England's resources 
give out? 
And In either 
event 
what kind of an economic system 
will evolve on the Continent of 
Europe as a result of this life and 
death struggle? 
The last war. 
which was to rescue and preserve 
democracy, produced triple evils 
— Fascism, Bolshevism and Naz­ 
ism— all alike, all differing ,only 
in degree fro mone another. What 
will this war prodtice? 
That is 
the question that presents itself to 
this observer at every turn with 
Europe disintegrating under one’s 
eyes. 


That is the qiiestion that faced 
us in Holland on that bad night of 
Nov. 12 when Hitler was expected 
to cross the border at any moment 
and tho foreign legations at the 
Hague were preparing 
to 
rush 
their families out of the country 
at a moment’s notice. 
As. when 
one read of the Russian invasion 
of Finland, the earth seemed to 
be slipping out from under one. 
so at that hour Holland seemed 
lost 
Saved frotn this disaster for 
the moment, one cannot help won­ 
dering if It is not also a race in 
Europe between 
time 
and 
the 
nerve« of the plain people. 
How 
long can Euorpe subject its pop­ 
ulations to such a strain and nut 
have them rise in blind fury? 


Well, I suppose that, that will 
lead to my being criticised once 
more as unduly pessimistic, even 
if I should recall those warning 
words of Lord Baldwin when he 
said to a group of London finan­ 
ciers that if another AVorld War 
came “ there will be few of 
our 
kind left after it.” 
Of course I 
remember that Wellington, 
the 
victor at Waterloo, said that he 
was glad to die because he would 
thus escape seeing the complete 
downfall of Great Britain. 
I have 
not forgotte nthat to tho French 
aristocrats the French Revolution 
seemed (he coming of tho end of 
everything and yet a belter and 
juster France came out of it all. 


Still, how can one help being 
deeply alarmed as 
to 
whether 
Europe Is not really a Lost Con­ 
tinent when not a single diplomat 
of the dozens 1 have talked In, 
and not a 
single 
husinfssman. 
whether Dutch, English. .\m«*ricati 


or German, with whom I have ex­ 
changed views has failed to say 
that if tho war goes on for from 
two to three years there will be 
nothing left of European clvlllza- 
tiou? 
In Germany they usually 
phrased it: 
“ If tho 
war 
lasts 
that long tho only victors will be 
Stalin and his Bolsheviks." 


History Rcpeata Hsclf 
Now what shall we Americans 
do about it? 
I have found on my 
return, after an absence of near­ 
ly four months, that history is re­ 
peating itself and that many peo­ 
ple are telling us that we must 
fight for the Allies no matter if 
we did make matters much worse 
by doing so In 1017 and lost our 
money and our piecioua soldiers' 
lives for nothing. 
To this 1 have 
to reply as follows: 
I have not 
met anyone who wants \is at the 
next pcace table except as an im­ 
partial judge. 
Tho English are 
now very content since we aban­ 
doned our neutrality and resumed 
the business of supplying 
them 
with arms and airplanes. 
They 
would like to be borrowing from 
us again and having 
long 
term 
credits as that 
would 
simplify 
their financial problem a lot. 


Don't Kxi>cct U. S. Entry 
But they do not want us in the 
war, do not need men and will not 
need any military help unless the 
whole 
character 
of 
this 
war 
changes— up to tho time I 
left 
London, total loss of the British 
army aside from the air force was 
one major killed and not a single 
soldier. In a war now in its fourth 
month! 


If they are driven into a tight 
corner next spring in the sea war 
they will doubtless wish to bor­ 
row some of our destroyers and 
suhnuirine-chasers. Actually how­ 
ever 1 have not met an 
English­ 
man who has not 
said 
to 
me. 
whatever his walk in life: 
“ If 1 
were an American I would not 
want my country to get into this 
war and I would do my best to 
keep it out.” 
No one has resented 
my saying jestingly that, if 
we 
Americans m ust pull England and 
France every twenty-five 
years, 
out of the pits they dig for them­ 
selves, then we ought to 
be 
al­ 
lotted at least three seats in the 
British Cabinet so as to help to 
steer British foreign policy away 
from its recurrent disasters. 
Certainly after this unusual ex­ 
perience of having been the only 
correspondent to visit 
England, 
Holland, the Czechs, Gerniany and 
France since this war began. I can 
only advise my 
countrymen 
to 
keep fool and not to be stampeded 
into hasty and foolish actions out 
of ^ympa^hy for the Allit's or out 
of fear that if (Jerniany 
fsliunlii 
win and join hands with Russia 
;ind wp shall bf next on the list 
of victims. 
'I’his war 
will 
and 
must be won by Fi'ance and Eng­ 
land and not by u.s. 


L’. 
Danger Less«‘us 
The race which 
I 
have

scribed it to ho at tho outset of 
this article will have to bo run 
and won or lost by

Every day (hat it goes

W h a t this * a r is now is per­ 
fectly clear. 
It is a race against 
time and economic disaster in the 
hope of achieving a military vic­ 
tory on the sea or in the air be­ 
fore complete 
exhaustion 
over­ 
takes all th e combatants. 
I asked a British statesm an re ­ 
cently to deny th a t his govern­ 
m ent Is gam bling with the fate 
of the British Em pire and he said 
th a t he could not, th at th a t was 
w h at was happening only he in­ 
sisted th a t nothing else was pos­ 
sible. 
I was once more urging 
th a t the Allied war aims be more 
clearly defined and that they then 
be widely circulated in Germany 
as the best way of meeting 
the 
vicious anti-British 
propaganda 
and of helping those forces with­ 
in t h a t country which did 
not 
want this w ar and are hungering 
for it to stop as for nothing else. 
He rath e r liked the 
idea 
but 
pointed out how difficult it was 
to define the terms. 
I could only 
reply to the effect th a t it was up 
to those who had made the war to 
end it before disaster came. 
W hat W ill W ar Produce? 
There you have the whole sit­ 
uation . WHR th e 
Germans 
be 
able to 
humble 
England 
next 
summ er, as they are 
sure 
they 
will, or, if the w ar drags on, will 
th eir morale collapse at home or 
will economic disaster 
overtake 
them before E n g la n d ’s resources 
give out? 
And in either 
event 
w hat kind of an economic system 
will evolve on the Continent of 
Europe as a result of this life and 
death struggle? 
The last war, 
which was to rescue and preserve 
democracy, produced triple evils 
— Fascism. Bolshevism and Naz­ 
ism— all alike, all differing only 
in degree fro mone another. What 
will this war produce? 
T hat is 
the question th a t presents itself to 
this observer at every tu rn with 
Europe disintegrating under o n e ’s 
eyes. 
That is the question th a t faced 
us in Holland on that bad night of 
Nov. 12 when Hitler was expected 
to cross the border at any mom ent 
and th e foreign legations at the 
Hague were preparing 
to 
rush 
their families out. of the country 
at a m o m e n t’s notice. 
As. when 
one read of the Russian invasion 
of Finland, the earth seemed to 
be slipping out from under one, 
so at th a t hour Holland seemed 
lost. 
Saved from this disaster for 
the moment, one cannot help won­ 
dering if it is not also a race in 
Europe between 
time 
and 
the 
nerves of tile plain people. 
H o w 
long can Euorpe subject its pop­ 
ulations to such a strain and not 
have them rise in blind fury? 
Well, I suppose that, that will 
lead to my being criticised once 
more as unduly pessimistic, even 
if I should recall those warning 
words of Lord Baldwin when he 
said to a group of London finan­ 
ciers that if another W orld W a r 
came “ th ere will he few of 
our 
kind left after it.” 
Of course I 
rem em b er th a t Wellington, 
the 
victor at Waterloo, said that he 
was glad to die because he would 
thus escape seeing the complete 
downfall of Great Britain. 
T have 
not forgotte nthat to the French 
aristocrats the French Revolution 
seemed the coming of th e end of 
everything and yet a better and 
juster F ra n ce came out of it all. 
Still, how can one belli being 
deeply alarm ed as 
to 
w hether 
Europe is not really a Lost Con­ 
tinent when not a single diplomat 
of the dozens I have talked to, 
and not a 
single 
businessman, 
w hether Dutch, English, American 


or German, with whom I have ex­ 
changed views has failed to say 
that if the war goes on for from 
two to th ree years there will be 
nothing left of European civiliza­ 
tion? 
In Germany they usually 
phrased it: 
“ If the 
war 
lasts 
that long the only victors will be 
Stalin and his Bolsheviks.” 
History Repeats Itself 
Now w hat shall we Americans 
do about it? 
I have found on my 
return, after an absence of n ear­ 
ly four months, th a t history is re­ 
peating itself and th a t many peo­ 
ple are telling us th a t we must 
fight for the Allies no m atte r if 
we did m ake m a tte rs much worse 
by doing so in 1017 and lost our 
money and our precious soldiers’ 
lives for nothing. 
To this I have; 
to reply as follows: 
I have not 
met anyone who wants us at the 
next peace table except as an im ­ 
partial judge. 
The English are 
now very content since we a ba n­ 
doned cu r neutrality and resumed 
the business of supplying 
them 
with arms and airplanes. 
They 
would like to be borrowing from 
us again and having 
long 
term 
credits as th a t 
would 
simplify 
their financial problem a lot. 
Don’t Expect U. S. Entry 
B ut they do no t w a n t us in the 
war, do no t need men and w ill not 
need uny military help unless the 
whole 
character 
of 
this 
war 
changes— up to the time I 
left 
London, total loss of the British 
arm y aside from tho air force was 
one m ajor killed and not a single 
soldier, in a w ar now in its fourth 
month! 
If they are driven into a tight 
corner next spring in the sea w ar 
they will doubtless wish to bor­ 
row some of our destroyers and 
snbmarine-chasers. Actually how­ 
ever I have not met an 
English­ 
man who has not 
said 
to 
me, 
whatever his walk in life: 
“ lf I 
were an American I would not 
want my country to get into this 
war a ne’ I would do my hest to 
keep it o u t.” 
No one has resented 
my saying jestingly that, if 
we 
Americans m u st pull England and 
France every twenty-five 
years, 
out of the pits they dig for th e m ­ 
selves, then we ought to 
be 
al­ 
lotted at least three seats in the 
British Cabinet so as to help to 
steer British foreign policy aw ay 
from its rec u rre n t disasters. 
Certainly after this unusual ex­ 
perience of having been the only 
correspondent to visit 
England. 
Holland, the Czechs, Germany and 
France since this war began, I can 
only advise my 
countrymen 
to 
keep cool and not to be stampeded 
into hasty and foolish actions out 
of sympathy for the Allies or out 
of fear that if German} 
should 
win and join hands with Russia 
and we shall be* next on the list 
of victims. 
This w ar 
will 
and 
m ust be won by F ra nce and E n g ­ 
land and not by us. 
I . S. Danger Lessens 
The race which 
I 
have 
de­ 
scribed it to be at the outset of 
this article will have to be ru n 
and won or lost by 
those 
who 
started it. 
Every day that it goes 
on the danger to America, if there 
ever was Hiiy, decreases with the 
steady exhaustion of the fighters 
— even if th ere are no land bat­ 
tles. 
When this w ar is over, u n ­ 
less the end comes suddenly and 
quite unexpectedly, not one of the 
participants will think 
of
